in Greece. 

Several others ships were dam- 
aged in the same series of attacks 
by torpedo and deck-gunfire. 
-“From end to end of the Medi- 
terranean,” the Admiralty com- 
munique said, “submarines con- 
tinue to attack, destroy and dam- 
age enemy shipping 1nd to harass 
even his inshore communications.” 

It was disclosed that the Brit- 
ish submarines are audaciously 
penetrating enemy harbors along 
the “underbelly of Europe” when 
they can find no more prey in 
the open seas. 

Raid on Greek Coast. 

The submarine attacks on the 
mainland called for passage among 
the many islands of the Aegean 
sea to a point on the ‘eastern 
Greek shore below Salonika. Of 
this raid the Admiralty said: 

“The railway at Platamon in the 
Gulf oi Thessalonike (Salonika) 
was bombed successfully and hits 
were scored by gunfire on two 
small supply ships lying at an- 
chor.”

The simplicity of the plan is 
shown by the example of straw- 
berries, 8,000,000 of which will 
be shipped to England in the 
next two months. 

The berries roll 
the field to the freight 
platform, beside the _ railroad 
tracks. Here they’re washed, 
capped and dumped into wooden 
barrels with a 2 per cent sulphur 
dioxide solution. The barrel is 
then sealed, and is ready to 
ship, all within 30 minutes. 

The color, most of which is 
taken out by the solution, is re- 
stored again by boiling about 45 
minutes.

The cost of living must be rolled back at once to 

May 15, 1942, when wages were frozen by the 
"Little Steel’’ formula; ceiling prices must be vigorously 
enforced; government subsidies should be extended, 
where necessary, to féod producers; excessive profits 
on food should be recaptured by the government.

To enable wages to keep abreast of living costs, 

the War Labor Board must have authority to make 
all necessary adjustments; the WLB should abandon its 
piecemeal, patchwork methods of handling wage cases 
and should institute, without delay, industry-wide 
stabilization conferences to apply the sound and fair 
economic principle of equal pay for equal work. 


Free labor can defeat the Axis. Arbitrary job freez- 

ing, compelling John Smith to work for 20 and 30 
cents an hour less than Harry Jones, for identical work, 
should be ended. Labor should be given equal repre- 
sentation in the War Manpower Commission. All man- 
power stabilization agreements should be reached 
through voluntary negotiations of government, labor 
and management. 
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Chop Logic 

President Roosevelt’s expressed reason for 
disapproval of the Rum! skip-a-year plan on 
personal income taxes sounds like the veriest 
chop logic. Or, perhaps, in the pressure of war 
direction, the President has not been able to 
give the plan the consideration it warrants, 
depending for his interpretation of its work- 
ing on misled or misleading opponents among 
his advisors. 

The President bases his disapproval, he says, 
on the fact the Rum] plan would “forgive” a 
greater proportion of income for the high 
income group than for the smaller. Of course 
it would, for the simple reason the high income 
man pays a higher rate of tax than the low 
income man. When, as it does in the highest 
groups, the rate of taxation is 90 per cent, it 
is obvious that a greater proportion of in- 
come is involved than where the rate of taxa- 
tion is only 19 per cent. 

What the President, together with con- 
gressional opponents of the plan seem to fail 
to grasp, is that the Rum! plan does not call 
for any “skip” whatsoever in tax payments, it 
merely applies the payments in any year to 
that year’s tax liability, instead of the year 
previous. It does reduce, by one year, the life- 
time fax liability of those now paying income 
taxes, but the individual payer gets no ad- 
vantage from Qhis until his death. Under the 
Rum! plan his estate would not have to pay 
income taxes on the money he earned in the 
final year of his life. 

In one way the Rum! plan will bear more 
heavily on the small taxpayer than the large. 
Simply because, with the pay roll deduction 
feature in operation, no one will be able to 
escape the tax collector. And, inasmuch as de- 
linquents have been entirely among the small 
taxpayers, the added “burden”—if payment of 
just obligations can be called a burden—will 
fall on the small man. 

The large income taxpayer not be 
affected, inasmuch ds he has been unable to 
dodge the tax collector, anyway. The Treasury 
Department has always seen to that. 

It has been estimated that, if the Rum! plan 
is put into effect, the Treasury will receive 
from three to five billions more revenue in the 
1944 fiscal year than under the present system. 
This is due to two factors. 

First is the aforesaid elimination of delin- 
quency in tax returns and payments, and 
second is the fact that national income this 
year is on the increase. 

On the other hand, the amended Rum! plan, 
as it stands in the senate bill, increases exemp- 
tions for men and women in the armed serv- 
ices. Surely no one will object to this. 

The entire debate over the Rum! plan has 
been falsely predicated,”“by the opponents, on 
the argument the plan will cause a loss in 
revenue to the Treasury in time of war. This 
is utterly wrong. To the contrary, it will in- 
crease Treasury revenue from income taxes 
and, at the same time, lift the unjust burden 
of taxes to be paid by estates and widows after 
death, from all of us.

Augusta Produce Market 

Much interest centers in east Georgia and 
in South Carolina in the opening in Augusta 
next Friday of the new Farmers’ Wholesale 
Produce Market, at 1150 Fifth street. The 
formal dedication with exercises will bring to- 
gether many marketing and produce leaders 
and will be an important event in the commer- 
cial life of Augusta. | 

The market, municipally owned, was built 
at a cost of $50,000 and is a large, roomy, ade- 
quate structure, especially built for present 
needs. It is probable that, within a few years, 
the volume of business conducted there will 
create the need for larger facilities. 

The Twin States Livestock Association— 
Georgia and South Carolina—has already done 
a most constructive service in building up a 
livestock market at Augusta and in furthering 
the growing of livestock in that area. The 
livestock show held annually at Augusta in 
recent years has become an important event 
among livestock growers in that section, which 
includes not only farmers, but also 4-H Club 
and Future Farmer members, boys and girls. 

The Augusta project will be watched with 
interest and, if successful, will become a model 
for other cities In Georgia that are considering 
the establishment of farm markets. Munici- 
pally operated markets should be as success- 
ful as state-operated markets, as they can be 
operated locally, and should have the benefit 
of the State Department of Agriculture and 
the Extension Service as to daily information 
on prices and demand for produce, this in- 
formation being transmitted daily by wire or 
by teléphone at a minimum cost. 

It is announced that W. F. Burton will be 
the manager of the new Augusta Market, and 
the operators hope to make it an exchange 
point for produce brought south from the north 
and for Georgia and Florida produce. This 
should prove beneficial, especially, as regards 
Florida, as truckers from that state bring citrus 
fruits and early vegetables, sell them to us and 
then return with a full load of.Georgia grown 
produce.

WASHINGTON PARADE

WARTIME THRIFT WASHINGTON, May 18.—Contrary to 
some of the earlier predictions of our 
more pessimistic-minded economists, government officials are now 
visualizing a postwar period of great prosperity, based on the vast 
accumulation of savings the people have been able to make as a 
result of easy money and full-time employ- 

ment, 

Despite heavy taxes and a substantial in- 
crease in the cost of living, officials estimate 
that United States citizens will save a minimum 
of $100,000,000,000 during the war. 

That enormous amount of cash assets, plus 
the normal earnings of the people, represents a 
potential buying power so great it is capable of 
flooding our markets with orders for consumer 
goods. In supplying the demand for these 
goods, industry should be kept humming for a 
period of several years, it is insisted. 

The only danger to the situation, as officials 

Sa see it, is we may not be able to control the 

growing flood of dollars after the war. 

Wartime inflation is being held in check by the patriotic co- 
operation of the people and the various controls ordered by the 
government. Once the conflict is over, however, there are certain 
to be widespread demands by self-intrest groups for the relaxation 
of — and the public will be less orderly in its demand for 
goods. 

If these forces are allowed a free hand, all of the prospective 
fruits of postwar prosperity will be wiped out. The accumulation 
of savings the people have been able to make through heavy war 
expenditures will be lost in inflation and we will be worse off 


than ever, 
BRIGHTER OUTLOOK It is this phase of the problem that 

is giving officials the greatest con- 
cern. But if it can be assumed inflationary controls will be main- 
tained, the outlook for a healthy postwar period is far brighter than 
the earlier estimates gave it. 

One of the prime factors in the situation, of course, is the length 
of the war and the size of the national debt at its conclusion. The 
generally accepted thesis at the moment is that we will have the 
war behind us by not later than 1946, with a debt obligation of 
between $250,000,000,000 and $300,000,000,000. Neither conflicts 


with the prosperity theme. 

DOUBLE INCOME In support of the optimism of some of 
our leading officials, it is only necessary 

to cite a few basic figures. Wage and salary income, for example, 

will pass the 100-billion-dollar mark this year. That is more than 

double the 44-billion-dollar prewar figure. 

Farm income is estimated to reach $18,600,000,000 this year, if 
crops are good. In 1939, the year the war started, it was less than 
half this much, or $8,700,000,000. 

On top of all of this congress is about to waive a tax liability 


‘of between $7,000,000,000 and $10,000,000,000 through forgiveness 


of the federal assessment on 1942 income. 

It is from these various sources government Officials estimate 
the American people will pile up a backlog of savings aggregating 
a minimum of 100 billion dollars during the war.

A NATION OF LIARS: the solution. In Chicago’s Hotel 


La Salle there met, some ten days ago, the National Association of 
Evangelicals for United Action. The membership is made up of 
the fundamentalists of the nation. 

Young Congregationalist pastor, Dr. Harold J. Ockenga, of 
Boston’s large Park Street church, spoke in impassioned terms: 

“The moral crisis is evident. Dishonesty in the life of the indi- 
vidual people has been brought to the surface by rationing.

We were 
liars before we were rationed.” 

There are many facts to sustain him. 

The followers of Mr. Mencken, the Baltimore sage gvho hated 
the “average” in anything, will rejoice at the words of the funda- 
mentalist. Mr. Mencken used to delight to say that the average 
successful American was successful only because he had sufficient 
larceny in his heart. 

Certain it is that many of the most exacting among us will 
eagerly accept a “B” ticket from some other person’s book. 

We learn that there is a small but steady market in tllegal gaso- 
line rationing tickets. High school boys have been apprehended 
selling them. Undoubtedly many of the purchasers would be sin- 
cerely horrified to be accused of contributing to the delinquency 
of a minor. Yet they who bought such tickets were doing just that. 

Experts say that Atlanta obviously has too many cars on. the 
streets. They don’t balance the tickets. 

Pastor Ockenga has all the evidence he needs in the report of 
those strange days when the OPA checkers were at work. The 
cars stayed off the streets. 

They put us on our honor, announcing a national honor system. 

The cars came back with a rush. Accidents tripled all over the 
nation as “honor” was put in the garage where the car had been. 

The reports on canned goods were, in many instances, dishon- 
estly reported. In some cities a search put on by OPA revealed 
large stores of unreported canned goods. This search was stopped 
by the OPA. 

Henderson was responsible for the checking of cars and it was 
his system which led to the search for canned goods.

Any Act Is Sabotage If It Inter- 


feres With Winning the War 
By ROBERT QUILL.EN. 


The owners of an enormous tract of virgin forest obtained from 
the government an crder for great quantities of lumber. The order 
could have been filled in the least time and at least cost by cut- 
ting the timber near the front of the tract, for this was easy to 
reach and easy to get out. 

But the company’s contract was the kind that insured a profit 
above costs, no matter how great the costs might be. 

Crews were sent deep into the tract, where the timber stood on 
ridges hundreds of feet high and in the deep valleys between. It 
was good timber, but in ordinary times it wasn’t worth cutting, for 
the cost of getting it out would have been greater than the selling 
price. 

The company didn’t break any law. It merely saved its easily 
reached timber for another day and got out the stuff that was hard 
to reach while it had Uncle Sam to pay the bill. 

Only there isn’t any such person as Uncle Sam. There are only 
people—most of them little people like school teachers, clerks, 
farmers and wage earners, who deny themselves to buy bonds to 
pay for the war. They paid the extra cost of getting out the timber 
that was hard to reach, 

Others paid in different coin. For lumber is needed in almost 
unlimited quantities for shipyards and boats and packing cases and 
war construction of a thousand kinds, and there is never enough. 
When production is delayed, all construction must wait; and fight- 
ing men thousands of miles from home wait for the tools and 
supplies they need. 

It reveals one of many tricks by which 
contractors increase their profits at the expense of their country.

Wagner vowed pitchers 
turn up similar lalapaloosas today, 
but “they’re tied down with too 
many restrictions.” He added that 
modern day pitchers must bear 
down all the time—without bene- 
fit of fancy trick pitches—‘and 
can’t pitch every day or two like 
they did in my day.” 

It was suggested, mischievous- 
ly, that maybe Christy Matthew- 
son and Cy Young wouldn’t have 
lasted three innings in today’s fast 
baseball circle. 

“Oh, yea?” He came back. “Well 
Matty ‘would pitch 33 1-3 innings, 
and old Cy would be pitching 
every day. They didn’t have to 
rely on a lot of trick pitches in 
their day, and would be just as 
good today.” 

Wagner said he thought pitch- 
ers like Dizzy Dean, Carl Hubbell 
and Mort Cooper would have been 
greater in his day “if they could 
have thrown the emery, shine and 
mud balls.”

The suspension ordered the ac- 
cused persons to cease use of the 
commodity involved, for periods 
ranging from one to 30 days. 

The cases included: 

F. Zipperman andi! P. Fogel, do- 
ing business as the Atlanta Ta!- 
low Company, Howell Mill road. 
Atlanta, were prohibited from ac- 
cepting or using gasoline in any 
passenger automobile owged by 
the company, during the period of 
May 22-June 6. Two B coupons 
also were deducted from th® firm's 
ration book, Boley said. Repre- 
sentatives of the firm had obtained 
561 gallons of gasoline without 
surrendering rationing coupons, it 
was alleged. 

Although the gasoline was ob- 
tained for trucks operated by the 
company, Daniel L. Bell, regiona! 
OPA hearing officer. imposed the 
penalty upon passenger vehicies 
after deciding halting the firm's 
truck operations “may interfere 
with the war effort.”

When the farmer calls for it, the processor adds that date to

Wachtel said in an interview 
that due to the voluntary rationing 
of alcohol for beverage purposes, 
adopted by the legitimate distill- 
ers, the public's demand for those 
increased by the better 
economic situation of the country, 
cannot be met. 

He also asserted any attempt to 
use the war as an excuse to bring 
back prohibition will fail “because 
the people still vividly remember 
the social upset caused by the 
past ‘noble experiment.’ ”
